2000, to China and negotiations have started 
fcrPeldiig, Defense Minister Charles Hernu 
s®d Friday. China has for some time been 
pressing to buy the Mirage but French 
officials have consistently said that there have 
been no plans to sell them to 1 China. 

China hasbeen eager to update its ageing air 
force because most of its fighter bombers are 
Soviet-buihMiG 17s and NfiG 19s, 20 yean 
old and obsolete in termsof modem warfare. 

Somalia 
U.S. weapons 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (R) — The 
United States is airlifting extra military 
equipment to Somalia in response to renewed 
attacks' from Ethiopia and Ethiopian- 
suppbrted forces, a ‘ State Department 
spokesman said Thursday night. 

“This' provides a dear demonstration of 
out concern over this situation and our action 
to support Somalia against external attack,” 
be said. The spokesman declined to specify 
what equipment t was sent, but asked if it 
enhanced Somalia's military capability, he 
replied: “Certainly.” 

• Somalia’s President Muhammad Siad 
Bane on an official U.S. visit earlier this year 
requested more American military and 
economicajd. This year assistance to Somalia 
totaled' about $80 million and President 
Reagan has requested $90 million for 1983. 

Since the 1977 war with Ethiopia over the 
Ogaden, there has been an influx of refugees 
into Somalia putting a strain on the country’s 
finances. Both Cuba and the Soviet Union 
have backed Ethiopia in the conflict. 

Somalia says Ethiopian troops are involved 
in the current fighting, while Ethiopia says its 
forces are not involved and that the Somalis 
are being attacked by dissidents ' based m 
Addis A£aba. 

French extremist 
to surrender 

.PARIS, Aug/27 (AP) -Jean-Marc Routi- 
lan, founder and leader of France’s most 
feared extremist group, -Direct Action, has 
written to the authorities saying he pians to 
surrender, police said Thursday. 

In a letter to Assistant Criminal Brigade 
Commissioner Claude Cances, the 31 -year- 
old fugitive said he was prepared to “take 
responsibility” for his actions and turn him- 
self in when bis lawyer returns from vacation. 
Police declined to say when they received the 
letter or when toe lawyer was expected to 
return to Paris, but they said toe letter had 
been authenticated. 

RomOan is wanted for questioning is con- 
nection with toe wave of terrorism that has 
killed nine persons and wounded more than 
SO others in France since July 20. A warrant 
for his arrest was issued two weeks ago after- 
toe daily newspaper Liberation published an 
interview quoting RouiUan as saying Direct 
Action had been responsible for three recent 
non-fatal terrorist attacks in Paris and 
denying reports that Direct Action had dis- 
banded. 

In toe interview, RouiUan also denied any 
connection with the machine-gun massacre 
of six persons in Paris’ main Jewish neighbor- 
hood Aug. 9. Twenty-two persons were 
wounded in that attack. A. telephone caller 
identifying himself as RoufQan claimed 
responsibility for a bombing last Sunday near 
Paris’ Eiffel- Tower, in which a police bomb- . 
disposal expert was killed and another bomb 
squad member severely injured. The attack 
apparently was aimed at a U.S. Embassy 
Commercial Attache Roderick Grant, who 
lived in the neighborhood. 
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By comparison, toe Mirage 2000 is a super- 
sonic ultra-sophisticated aircraft, equipped 
with the latest, in aviation electronics and* 
capable of carrying advanced missiles such as 
the Exocet surface skimmer, which proved so 
effective in Argentine hands against toe Brit- 
ish Navy in toe Falklands conflict. Hernu 
said talks had started in Peking on toe sale of 
toe aircraft and toe two sides were discussing 
a multi-billion dollar deal including toe trans- 
fer of technology and joint production. 

China has also been pressing France to sell 
Crotale anti-aircraft and Milan anti-tank 
missiles but there was no indication that the 
sale of these was under discussion. Former 
President Valery Giscard cTEstaing sidestep- 
ped the issue of selling toe Mirage 2000 to 
Peking to avoid antagonizing the Soviet 
Union, ideologically opposed to China. 

But earlier this week, Chinese Communist 
Party Chairman Hu Yaobang said in an inter- 
view published here that Peking was ready to 
buy Mirages from France and begin joint 
production. In toe interview, be said other 
areas of cooperation included nuclear 
energy, oil and coal. 

The Chinese have already conditionally 
agreed to buy French nuclear power plants 
worth an estimated 52 billion, but have 
always insisted that toe deal be related to 
other purchases, including the Mirage 2000. 


Palestinian 
right stressed 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (Agencies) — 
The U.S. State Department Friday rejected 
the contention of Israeli leaders that Jordan 
should be considered a Palestinian state and 
homeland. 

Department spokesman John Hughes 
commented that . the United States had “a 
commitment to the territorial integrity and 
sovereignty of Jordan.” This comment 
amounted to a “loud no” to recent 
statements by certain Israeli leaders. State 
Department officials said. 

Observers believed Hughes was reacting 
especially against an article by Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir in The Washington 
Post Friday. 

He wrote: “Jordanian and Palestinian 
leaders have dec! ared many times that J ordan 
is Palestine and that Jordanians and Pales- 
tinians are one people. The problem there- 
fore is not one of granting self-determination 
to the Palestinians, because they have already 
exercised it in eastern Palestine (Jordan). We 
are not dealing with a homeless people that 
need a homeland of their own.”

Arab League talks today 


RABAT, Aug. 27 (R) — , Foreign minis- 
ters of the Arab League arrived in Morocco 
Friday to prepare for a summit to assess 
Arab strategy after the war in Lebanon. 

All 22 members of the league except 
Libya and Egypt are expected to be rep- 
resented at a two-day conference that opens 
Saturday. Libya has chosen to keep away. 
Egypt was suspended from the Pan-Arab 
organization for making peace with Israel in 
1979. 

Twelve foreign ministers arrived from 
Niamey, Niger, where they had been 
attending a meeting of the Organization of 
Islamic Conference (QIC).. The Niamey 
conference condemned - Israel for invading 
Lebanon and . the United States for back- 
ing Israel, but took no decisions on concrete 
steps pending the outcome of the Arab sum- 
mit. Arab diplomatic sources said the sum-! 
mlt would resume in tbe Moroccan city on 
Sept. 6. 

Arab League sources said tbe Fahd plan 
was again on tbe agenda at this weekend's 


'foreign ministers meeting and at tbe recon- 
vened Fez summit. Tbe plan recognizes 
Israers right to exist within its pre-1967 
borders. 

Tbe foreign ministers’ meeting will be 
opened Saturday in Casablanca by King 
Hassan and then adjourn to tbe nearby 
industrial town of Mohammedia, according 
to Arab diplomatic sources. A diplomatic 
source in Rabat said a message from Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak would be 
delivered Friday to King Hassan. Osama 
Ba 2 , director of ' political affairs at the 
Egyptian presidency and undersecretary of 
state for fc'rign affairs, has arrived at 
Casablanca with the message. 

The source said Baz’s visit was a sequel to 
a visit to Cairo in June by Moroccan Foreign 
Minister Muhammad Bouc^tta, wbich was 
the first visit to Cairo by a high-ranking 
member of one of tbe Arab governments 
that broke off relations with Egypt over its 
peace with Israel. y 


Iraq plane flies over Tehran 


LONDON, Aug. 27 (Agencies) — An Iraqi 
plane flew low over Tehran Friday and broke 
the sound barrier before being chased off by 
Iranian fighters, Tehran radio said. 

' Anti-aircraft batteries opened up and air- 
raid sirens blared as thousands of worship- 
pers attending a Friday prayer rally in the 
capital watched the sky. Some ran for cover. 
Last month, during toe Iranian attack into 
Iraq, a Friday prayer rally was bombed in the 
western city of Hamadan in a raid which kil- 
led or wounded several hundred persons. 

Iraqi planes bombed toe Iranian capital at 
the start of the 23-monto-old Gulf war. but 
since then, toe city's air defenses have been 
improved. Iraq has stepped up its air attacks 
on Iranian cities in recent days, threatening to 
wipe out oil facilities at Kharg Island, Iran’s 
mam oil terminal in toe Gulf. 

Iraq says it has bombed Kharg twice in the 
past two weeks but Iran has not confirmed 
toe bombings and reports that toe situation 
on the island is normal. 

Meanwhile, maritime insurers in England 


have tripled their minimum war risks insur- 
ance rate for cargoes of oil tankers using 
Iran’s main oil terminal at Kharg Island 
because of Iraqi bombing threats. The deci- 
sion was taken by toe war risks committee of 
toe Institution of London Insurers following 
a similar move earlier this week on the insur- 
ance to be paid on the tankers themselves. 

The minimum rate, now up from one to 
three percent of toe value of tbe tankers and 
their cargoes, applies to Kharg Island and the 
neighboring zone west of longitude 50.25 
degrees east. The war risks insurance in the 
rest of Iran’s waters remains at 0.25 percent. 

A VLCC (very large crude carrier weighing 
more than 200,000 tons deadweight) now has 
to pay a minimum war risks insurance .of 
$600,000 for toe vessel and more than $1.5 
million for the cargo. The increased insur- 
ance costs win add to the cost of Iranian oil 
and make it less competitive, although oB 
market operators noted that negotiations for 
several Iranian oil consignments were cur- 
rently in progress. 


Private cop claims Monroe’s tapes 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 27 (AFP) — A Los 
Angeles private detective claimed Friday to 
have tapes of Marilyn Monroe's telephone 
conversations that show that she was mur- 
dered — and did not commit suicide — 
because she was about to reveal state secrets. 

The detective, Milo Speriglio, said during a 
news conference that he would turn toe tapes 
over to toe justice department. He added that 
he would soon be able to disclose who mur- 
dered the actress, who died Aug. 5, 1962. He 
did not disdose toe contents of the tapes. 

Lionel Grandison, the coroner's physician 
who examined Miss Monroe's body, added 
during the news conference that he had been 
pressured into saying that she committed' sui- 
cide from an overdose of barbiturates. 


Grandison added that he had found needle 
marks on toe inside of one of her knees. He 
also claimed to have seen her diary. He said it 
contained references to late President John 
Kennedy, his brother Robert and Cuban 
President Fidel Castro. 

, Some friends of Miss Monroe have said that 
diary referred to a plot to assassinate Castro. 
That plot, according to these accounts, was 
unveiled by Robert Kennedy — who was 
then U.S. attorney general — during his love 
affair with toe actress. These friends contend 
that her knowledge of toe plot led to her 
murder. 

Grandison had to leave toe coroner’s office 
in 1962 because of alleged financial 
irregularities. 


Turkish diplomat assassinated 


OTTAWA, Aug. 27 (AP) — A man was 
"shot and killed here Friday in bis car bearing 
diplomatic plates, ^the royal Canadian 
mounted police said/ 

Radio reporters on the scene in a western 
district of the city said the man, a black, was 
bit by gunfire that exploded through the win- 
dow of the passenger side of vehicle at 9:30 
a,m. (130 . GMT), Death apparently occur- 
red instantly. 

First reports were that tbe man was in the 

back seat of the car. Police were ta\d to be 
searching for a late-model Toyota occupied 
by a young man described as being five-foot 
nine-inches in beight*dark-faaired and in his 
late 20s, The body had not been removed 
from the car when reporters arrived. Police 


threw up roadblocks around the area. 

A caller to tbe Montreal bureau of the 
Canadian Press claimed credit for the inci- 
dent and said it involved the Turkish 
Embassy in Ottawa. A male voice, speaking 
rapid English with a heavy accent, said the 
shooting was the work of “ justice comman- 
ders for Armenian genocide." “ We will strike 
again" he warned, then hung up abruptly.

the importance of taking in account “the 
legitimate rights of toe Palestinian people." 

Shultz said Israel should withdraw from at 
least part of the occupied Arab territories as 
pan of a final peace settlement. These dif- 
ferences of opinion probably wfll crop up 
when Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon 
meets here Friday with Shultz and Defense 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger. Sharon repor- 
tedly advocates giving Jordan to toe Pales- 
tinians instead of allowing a Palestinian state 
on toe Israeli-occupied Jordan West Bank. 

President Ronald Reagan underscored that 
a lasting peace in the Middle East depended 
on action “to resolve toe Palestinian problem 
in all its aspects." 

Meanwhile, in Cairo, Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali said Egypt will not resume 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations with 
Israel unless Israeli forces withdraw from 
Lebanon. 

In an interview with the semi-official At - 
Ahntm, Ali said Israeli “withdrawal from 
Lebanon is a condition for resuming Middle 
East peace efforts." Negotiations on self-rule 
for 1.5 million Palestinians on toe Israeli 
occupied West Bank and Gaza have been 
suspended for more than a year because of 
differences betwen Egypt and Israel on the 
extent of powers the Palestinians would 
enjoy. Egypt wants them to enjoy wide pow- 
ers while Israel is offering restricted auton- 
omy. 

Ali, who is also deputy prime minister, said 
Israel and toe United States, toe third party in 
toe autonomy talks, should recognize the 
Palestinian peoples right to self- 
determination. Al-Akram said Egypt was 
making a detailed assessment of toe Middle 
East in the light of the evacuation of Pales- 
tinians from Beirut. 

Ali was restating Egypt’s position as out- 
lined by President Hosni Mubarak in an arti- 
cle published in The Washington Post Mon- 
day. Mubarak said Egypt would find it "most 
difficult” to resume the autonomy 
negotiations with Israel unless Washington 
agreed to giving self-determination to the 
Palestinians on the West Bank and Gaza. 

Gemayel wants 
Muslim rapport 

BEIRUT, Aug. 27 (AFP) - Lebanese 
President-elect .Bashir Gemayel said Thurs- 
day that . it was up to bis compatriots “to 
settle their own internal problems”. 

Speaking to tbe press following a meeting 
with U.S. envoy Philip Habib, Gemayel 
added that he hoped a dialogue between 
Lebanese Christians and Muslims “will begin 
as soon as possible, preferably in the next two 
or three days." The Phalangist Christian 
leader said that if the Lebanese were unable 
to sit together around tbe same negotiating 
table, “neither Habib nor any other person 
will be able to help us get together. Habib has 
enough problems with the Israelis, tbe Pales- 
tinians and the Syrians,” he added. 


Habib sends 
note to Arafat 

NICOSIA, Aug. 27 (AFP) — U.S. special 
envoy Philip Habib was Friday reported to 
have sent a message tp Palestine Liberation 
Organization Chairman Yasser Arafat — the 
first official communication between a U.S. 
official and the PLO chief. 

National Lebanese radio monitored hefe. 
said the contents of the message had not beeq. 
officially divulged, but quoted informed 
sources as saying it was believed to covpr- 
Arafat’s role in the efforts to bring peace to 
Beirut 

Arafat was still in Beirut. Bui there were 
signs his departure might be imminent 
Lebanese President Elias Sarkis and 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel sent,- him 
farewell messages praising his agreement tq, 
leave Beirut to stop Israel from storming toe' 
city, Lebanon's state and privately owned 
radio stations reported. 

The Phalangist radio, Voice of Lebanon, 
said Arafat would first go to Morocco to 
attend an Arab summit conference that 
would probably convence in Fez sometime 
next .month and then proceed to toe FLO’S 

headquarters. 

Meanwhile, King Hassan of Morocco has 
asked President Reagan to guarantee the 
security of Arafat to enable him to take part 
in the Arab summit. Moroccan officials said 
in Rabat Friday. Hassan said in his message 
that he had telephoned Arafat, who told him 
that traveling to Morocco for the summit 
would entail risks to his personal security. “It 
goes without saying that toe absence of toe 
PLO chairman' at the Fez meeting would 
restrict toe scope of commitments and the 
dimension of responsibilities," the king said. 
As chairman of toe Arab summit, toe king 
said he appealed to President Reagan “to 
guarantee toe security of our brother and 
friend Yasser Arafat when he travels from his 
place of residence to Morocco.” 

In his appeal to Reagan, Hassan stressed 
that tbe Arab s ummi t would be a historic 
turning point not only for existing relations 
between the Arabs and other countries in the 
world but also for relations between states in 
toe Middle East. 

Weinberger to visit M.E. 

SANTA BARBARA, California, Aug. 2? 
(AP) — U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger will fly to Beirut Tuesday to 
meet with U.S. Marines there and then go on 
to Egypt and Israel to confer with the leaders 
of those countries, it was announced Friday. 
White Deputy Press Secretary Larry Speaks 
said Weinberger was not carrying a new 
peace plan to toe Middle East but was merely 
accepting long-standing invitations to visit 
Egypt and Israel. The schedule of his trip is 
still pending, Speakes said. 
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exports touch $3.28 billion

JEDDAH, Aug. 27 — Trade and 
economic cooperation between Saudi Arabia 
and Japan is growing rapidly keeping pace 
with the fast industrial development in the 
Kingdom. Japan’s expons to the Kingdom 
registered a 22.1 percent growth to S3. 28 
billion in tbe first six months of this year over 
the same period last year. Exports to the 
Kingdom in 1981 were higher by 21 percent 
compared to tbe performance of the previous 
year. 

Monthly exports from Japan show a con- 
tinuous upward trend until March. 1982. 
Figures start declining in the second quarter, 

' but performance was still better compared to 
that of April- June last year. “Saudi Arabia 
supplies nearly 35 percent of our oil require- 
ments," said Michio Hirano, counselor and 
chief of the economic and commercial section 
at the Japanese embassy here. He told Arad 
IVewi.that Japan’s oil imports from the King- 
dom also witnessed a sustained rise in ibe first 
quarter of this year to total $6.26 billion 
against $5.87 billion in tbe S3me period last 
yeai.' 

During the second quarter, however, oil 
imports declined to $4.93 billion from tbe 
$5.23 billion April-June. 1981. mark. Thus, 
the oil imports during January- June this year 
totaled $11.19 billion against $11.10 billion 
in tbe corresponding period last year, an 
increase of 0.7 percent. 

Hirano said the major share of cooperation 
between tbe two countries has so far been in 
economic fields. A $1,534 billion contract 
was signed last yea; between the Eastern Pet- 
rochemicals company, (Sharq), an affiliate of 
the Saudi Arabian Basic Industries Corpora-

tion (SABIC), and the Cbiyoda Chemical 
Engineering and Construction Co. Ltd. for 
engineering constructing a petrochemi- 
cal complex in Jubafl. The S270 million Saudi 
Methanol Company in Jubail also has Japan- 
ese participation. 

Under an accord signed in January this 
year with tbe Saline Water Conversion Cor- 
poration (SWCC) Japan has designed tbe 
workshop and institute for the corporation. 
The Japanese also 'will help establish a 
research institute and a vocational workshop 
for the Saudi staff near an SWCC desalina- 
tion plant in Yanbu. 

Work on the Riyadh Electronic Institute, 
for which Japan has designed and planned 
special of machines, equipments and systems, 
is going on and “we wish to receive trainees 
from the Saudi government ■'staff," Hirano 
said. Since 1979, every year Japanese experts 
have been sent to draw a map for tbe King- 
dom and also assist the Saudi Arabian Stan- 
dards Organization to establish electronic 
standards. 


22 KAU students to train in Japan 


JEDDAH, Aug. 27 — A group of 22 
engineering students from the King Abdul 
-Aziz University will receive a two-month 
training course in Japan this year, accor- 
ding Japanese embassy sources here. Arab 
News learnt that a group of the students 
left for Japan earlier this week for elec- 
trical. mechanical and industrial 
engineering training. Another group, for 
training in civil and architectural 
engineering, will leave next week. 

Under the economic and technical 
cooperation agreement with Saudi 


Arabia, the Japanese government invites 
some' students from the Kingdom every 
year for on-the-job training. Japan bears 
the expenses. This arrangement began in 
1979 and Japan has invited 30 students 
each in 1979 and 1980. The number was 
raised to 40 in 1981 and this year. 

The courses offered in 1979 and 1980 
comprised of 10 students each for elec- 
trical. mechanical and industrial 
engineering. Five students each for civil 
engineering and architectural engineering 
were added since last year. 
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Since 1975. Japan has sent about 200 
experts in various fields to the Kingdom. 
Also, by March of this year, Saudi govern- 
ment employees sent to Japan for training 
numbered 287. The Japanese authorities 
offered 60 different courses for these officials 
in the fields of telephones, electronics, 
mechanical engineering and telecommunica- 
tions, Hirano added. 

“There are more than 20 private sector 
joint ventures between tbe two countries and 
about 110 Japanese companies operate in 
Saudi Arabia," be said. 

Japan’s exports to the Kingdom during the 
first three months of this year totaled SI. 60 
billion against $1.22 billion last year. In the 
second quarter, tbe figure shifted to $1.68 
billion against tbe $1.46 billion of tbe same 
period last year. Thus, exports in tbe first half 
this year totaled $3.28 billion against $2.68 
billion last year. Total exports stood at $5.88 
billion last year. 

This has helped Japan to slightly bring 
down its trade deficit with Saudi Arabia to 
$7.91 in the first half of this year compared to 
$8.42 billion during tbe same period last 
year. 

Trade between tbe two countries, since 
they signed an on economic and technical 
cooperation agreement in 1975, has grown 
considerably. The balance of trade surplus, in 
favor of tbe Kingdom, also increased year 
after year. Japan's exports in 1975 totaled 
$1 .351 billion against oil imports from King 1 
dom valued at $6,135 billion — a deficit of 
$4,784 billion. In 1976 tbe deficit widened to 
$5,935 billion and in 1977 it reached $6,163 
billion. After a decline in 1978 to $5,206 
billion, tbe deficit jumped to $8,305 billion in 
1979, went np further to $14,683 billion in 
1980 and to a record level of $15,607 billion 
last year.

Tbe analysis of trade during last two years 
shows that Japan's imports from the King- 
dom in 1981 totaled $21,482 billion ($ 
21.474 billion mineral fuels including crude 
oil and petroleum products and $8 million 
other items) compared to $19,538 billion 
(S19.534 billion mineral fuels- and S3.8 mil- 
lion other items) in tbe previous year, an 
increase of 9.95 percent. 

Japan's exports totaled $5,876 billion last 
year against $4,855 billion in the previous 
year, recording an increase of 21 percent.

JEDDAH. Aug. 27 (SPA) — King Fabd 
win formally inaugurate Tuesday die new 
Armed Forces Hospital here. The hospital, 
which has been operating for the last three 
months, has 176 beds and four departments 
— surgery, internal diseases, paediatrics and 
maternity. 

Dr. Abdul Hameed Suleiman the hospital's 
director, announcing the “happy" inaugural 
function, said the hospital has 134 doctors, of 
whom 40 percent are Saudi Arabians and 
another 38 under training. Its current staff of 
1,300 will be increased shortly to 1,500, 
Sniamifln said. A group of doctors has been 
sent abroad for specialization. 

The hospital has a department for normal, 
ultrasonic vibration, nuclear and computer 
X-ray analysis. Its laboratory has a division 
for analysis, a Mood bank, a hormones divi- 
sion, an organ anatomy division and a nric- 
roanalysis division.

The hospital conducts a training ' program 
for milit ary technicians is its various depart- 
ments. The program, which lasts between one 
and one-and-a-half years, includes an 
English language course at the Armed Forces

■ Dr. Sulaiman said the hospital has 
orga n i z ed a health education program to 
increase patient awareness, especially for 
women's sicknesses and maternity, through 
pamphlets and educational films. The hos- 
pital publishes a quarterly medical magazine 
which specializes in peda tries.

17 . 5 . residents cable concern to Reagan

DHAHRAN, Aug. 27 — A group of 
Americans in the Eastern Province have 
cabled President Ronald Reagan to 
express their concern over the Israeli inva- 
sion of Lebanon and. in particular, the 
indiscriminate bombardment and block- 
ade of West Beirut. 

The cable, which went on to voice out- 
rage at the use of U^. -supplied weapons 
during the invasion in apparent violation 
of the U.S. laws governing their use, urged 
Reagan to use “all political and practical 
means to ensure a speedy cessation to hos- 
tilities in Lebanon.'* 

In a grounds well of support, the sig- 
natures of 970 American citizens were 
.secured in a period of two days and 


appended to the cable where they were 
listed in three columns for a total cable 
length of five feet. 

Copies of the cable, the original of which 
was sent to the U.S. president through 
Secretary of State George Schultz, were 
dispatched to Secretary of Defense Cas- 
par Weinberger, Chair man of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee Charles 
Percy (R-Ipp), and Speaker of the House 
of Representatives Tip O' Neil (D-Mass.). 

Buoyed by their success in collecting sig- 
natures for the cable, the Americans, who 
'banded together under tbe catalytic effect 
of a letter published last month in Arab 
News, by Henry Rigler, have made a copy 
of the Reagan cablegram available to US. 
Ambassador ■ to Saudi Arabia Richard 
Murohv. 


The letter which accompanies this copy 
urges Murphy to "convey to American 
leaders the fact that many America! as here 
are profoundly disturbed over tbe blood- 
shed in Lebanon and over its wider 
implications for the image of the United 
States in the region." 


It goes on to add: “We would be solidly 
behind decisive new directions in U.S. 
policy for the whole area, based on a just 
peace for all its people and balanced 
approach to the Palestine problem. We 
believe that rigorous and consistent 
implementation of a coherent policy is 
urgently needed, not only to foster peace 
in the area, but also to promote America’s 
interest in this important part of tbe 
world.”

The residence being prepared for 
Arafat is called tbe Assaada Palace at La 
Marsa, about 25 kms north of Tunis. 
Queen Elizabeth of England 1 stayed there 
during her visit to T unisia in 1 980. and it is 
normally reserved for President Bour- 
guiba’s guests. 

The commandos will be housed at a 
camp now being set up in tbe grounds of 
an agricultural college at Oued Zagua, on 
Tunisia's fertile agricultural plain, about 
115 kms away from tbe palace. 

Tunisian Army engineers Friday were 
fitting out the college building with show- 
ers. games rooms, kitchens and sleeping 
quarters for about 300 of tbe Palestinians. 
The others will be put in tents nearby.

UNRWA to rebuild refugee camps 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 27 (Agencies) — A 
United Nations agency, with IsraeFs reluc- 
tant approval, will rebuild gutted refugee- 
camps in South Lebanon for as many as 
40,000 Palestinians displaced by Aiab- 
Israeli wars, an Israeli cabinet minister said 
Thursday. 

Israel reversed its objections to rehousing 
the refugees near its northern border after 
tbe Lebanese government flatly refused to 
allocate land for new camps farther north- 
ward, said Yaacov Meridor, tbe Israeli minis- 
ter in charge of relief projects in Lebanon. 

Meridor said the U.N. Relief and Works 
Agency, which has been pressing to re-enter 
the refugee camps obliterated by Israeli inva- 
sion forces, win begin reconstruction work m 
about two weeks with tbe arrival of the first 
shipment of thousands of tents. Both tbe- 


Israeli and Lebanese governments see tbe 
reconstruction as 'an undesirable stopgap 
measure until tbe refugees can be relocated, 

Tbe U.S. Agency for International 
Development (AID) is heading a committee 
with Lebanon and Israel participating to seek 
a more permanent solution for the refugees. 
$o far the committee has a fund of SI 00 
.million, half allocated by Congress. 

Southern Lebanon was tbe home of an 
estimated 300,000 people who were expelled 
by Israel from Palestine in tbe 1948 Arab- 
Israeli war. Most were boused and educated 
in UNRWA camps, Tbe camps were leveled 
during the first days of Israels invasion last 
June. 

Meridor estimated that 30,000 Palesti- 
nians were left homeless by the invasion, but 
UNWRA puts the figure at 40.00A 


N. Yemen approves national charter 


BAHRAIN, Aug. 27 (R) - A North 
Yemeni General People’s Conference 
Thursday endorsed a national charter for tbe 
south Arabian country and derided to set np 
a 70-member permanent committee to 
implement it, tbe official Saudi Press Agency 
reported from Sanaa. The agency said the 
assembly, chaired by President All Abdullah 


Saleh, decided 50 members of tbe committee 
would be elected and tbe others nominated 
by the country's political leadership. 

It gave no details, but last year a North 
Yemeni government decree said a 1,000- 
member General People's Conference would 
be held to approve the charter.

As I write, the evacuation of the PLO fighters 
from Beirut continues smoothly. There remain all 
sorts of uncertainties. Will the Israelis allow the 
international force which is supervising the evacuat- 
ion to operate in freedom? What about the families 
of the fighters, who must number many thousands 
of women and children and whom the PLO men are 
unwilling to leave behind them? 

The most immediate uncertainty stems from the 
fear of renewed Israeli bombardment of the city. A 
few days before the evacuation started last week 
when the American mediator, Philip Habib, 
seemed on the point of success, and when both the 
Lebanese government and the PLO appeared to 
have accepted his plan, heavy fighting broke out 
again in Beirut and Israeli planes came back to 
bomb the southern outskirts of the city. As usual 
there was argument about , who had started the 
firing; but there was little doubt in anyone's mind 
that what lay behind it was the Israelis' belief that 
without this relentless military pressure there could 
be no certainty that the evacuation would take place 
as planned. 

But the fact that the Israelis, even while they were 
discussing Habib's plan with him, found it necessary 
to go on bombarding Beirut does underline the 
quandary in which they have put themselves. The 
bombardment, with its cruel civilian casualties, has 
angered the Americans because it hampers the 
negotiations; and it has so eroded support for Israel 
in the outside world that even Jewish groups and 
individuals, including rabbis, members of par- 
liament and university lecturers, have started to 
voice in public their distaste and in some cases their 
horror at the actions of the Israeli government. 

But without the bombardment, the Israelis were 
afraid that they would not achieve the objective 
they had set themselves of getting the PLO out of 
Beirut once and for all. And after all that they have 
said and done, it would be impossible for Begin and 
his minister of defense. Ariel Sharon — who is the 
chief architect of this bloody adventure — to order 
their troops to withdraw without gaining that objec- 


tive. 

And what then? If the PLO evacuation ends with- 
out a major hold-up, trill that be the end of the PLO 
both as a political and as a military organization? I 
very much doubt it 

After the evacuation, the PLO fighters with their 
political leadership (which seems so far to have 
survived the Israeli onslaught virtually intact) will 
presumably be dispersed among some Arab coun- 
tries. in much the same way that the rest of the 
Palestinian population is scattered throughout the 
Arab world. Syria, Jordan Iraq, Tunisia, Sudan, 
Algeria, North and South Yemen have all been 
mentioned as likely destinations. 

The governments of ail these countries would be 
sure to keep a close eye on any PLO members to 
wham they offer hospitality. But the Palestinian 
national movement has grown so strong as a 
political force — and its strength will only have been 
increased by its success in holding off the Israelis in 
Beirut for two months, despite the enormous dis- 
parity in weaponry between them — that it wifi not 
be easy, in fact I doubt whether it will be possible, 
for any government to suppress it. 

For one thing, the standing of the FLO and of the- 
cause which it represents is not dependent wi thin 
the Arab world on the military strength of the 
organization. What it depends on ultimately is the 
support and sympathy of the Arab people; and it 
will have gained rather than lost sympathy as a 
result of its ordeal in Lebanon and the fact that the 
Arab governments did not come to its assistance. 

So within the Arab world, I believe, the PLO will 
remain a significant political force and will continue 
to be the focus for the political aspirations of a 
Palestinian people more than ever aroused and 
determined to gain its independence. But what will 
be more important wifi be the extent to which the 
PLO can preserve and if possible strengthen its 
standing in the world at large, by adapting itself to 
the change in its circumstances forced upon it by 
events in Lebanon. 

Here I see three possibilities. One is that the PLO, 
exhausted by the struggle in Lebanon and power- 


less, at least for the time being, to exert any physical 
pressure on Israel lapses into obscurity. The second 
is that the PLO as a whole or some of its constituent 
organizations will resort to the kind of international 
violence which earned them a bad name in the early 
1 970s and which Yasser Arafat persuaded them to 
abandon in favor of the diplomatic battle for recog- 
nition and independence. 

The third possibility is the one which will require 
most courage and self-cohtrbl. It would mean the 
continuation of that diplomatic batde, in which the 
PLO had made such gains but which* they tried to 
fight at the same time as they kept up the much less 
successful armed confrontation with Israel To con- 
tinue the diplomatic batde now, with their military 
capacity destroyed, will seem to some Palestinians a 
waste of time. Who is going to take any notice of us, 
they will say, if we have no power, no force, with 
which to back up our claims? And they may well be 
tight to think like this in a harsh work! of redpotitik, 

ff the Palestinians play their cards right however, 
it seems to me that the opposite could be the case. 
The very fact that the PLO in future — in the near 
future, at any rate — will not represent a military 
threat to Israel, or to anyone else, may be a substan- 
tial asset for it in its political and diplomatic strag- 
gle. It will imdermine the principal argument used 
by the Israelis in opposing Palestinian claims: the 
argument that if these claims were accepted, the 
result would be the destruction of IsrreL And 
because the Israelis have pursued their military 
vendetta with the PLO with such savagery in Leba- 
non, there is today much more understanding of 
and sympathy for the political aspirations of the 
Palestinians. 

At the heart of these aspirations is the yearning for 
a homeland, an independent Palestinian state in 
Palestine. If the Palestinians, led by the PLO, now 
concentrate on pursuing tins objective by peaceful 
means, they may find that in losing their military 
capability they have acquired a political advantage 
— just at the moment when Israel has .forfeited 
what has always been its greatest asset: the sym- 
pathy and friendship of the Western world.

Spain’s Socialists confident of winning elections

MADRID — 

Spain's opposition Socialist Party, confident of 
winning general elections in the next few months, is 
drawing up plans for what would be the country’s 
first left-wing government since the 1936-39 civil 
war. By the standard of other Western Socialist 
parties, the Spaniards’ plans are cautious almost to 
the point of reading like a blueprint for a mildly 
reformist social democratic administration. 

But in fundamentally conservative Spain, where 
only seven years ago the Socialist Party was out- 
lawed and persecuted, the perspective is very dif- 
ferent. A Socialist government would herald a sig- 
nificant change in Spain whose fledgling parliamen- 
tary democracy has not yet fully emerged from the 
shadow of the late Gen. Francisco Franco. 

The Socialists under the moderate leadership of 
Felipe Gonzalez, a 40-year-old lawyer with the 
looks and popularity of a film star say they are 
keenly aware of the vulnerability of Spain's young 
democracy. 

They see last year’s attempted military takeover as 
chilling proof of the threat Many politicians in 
Spain, not just the Socialists, argue that the threat 
will disappear only if the soldiers, reared on victory 
over the left in the civil war, stay in their barracks in 
the event of a Socialist victory at the polls. 

Most believe that the army will remain loyal to the 
constitution. The Socialists are clearly hoping to 
minimize the risks but they know there are some 
they cannot avoid. They intend to overhaul both the 
political and military establishments but plan to 
steer clear of the extreme policies, like nationalipt- 
ion, which could provoke a backlash from the right 


and cause major friction. 

Considerations about how Spain would fare under 
a Socialist government have assumed a sense of 
urgency in recent weeks following a series of public 
opinion polls predicting that the party would win 
early general elections. “Elections are won and lost 
on polling day, but yes, we are preparing to form the 
next government," Socialist spokesman Helga Soto 
said. 

Predictions of a Socialist victory are based on the 
assumption that the ruling Union of the Democratic 
Center (UCD) will continue to foil apart and foil to 
muster a majority in congress (lower house) for a 
key budget debate in September or October. This- 
would precipitate elections not normally due until' 
next April and leave the center and right helplessly 
divided in the face of the Socialists who polled 
second to the UCD in the last elections in 1979. 

Under the slogan “a majority for change, 1 ' the 
Socialists are spelling out how they intend to govern 
Spain. They promise a major shakeup in the state 
bureaucracy, both structurally and in terms of top 
personnel “Our bureaucracy belongs to the Third 
World. There will be tremendous changes," a party 
spokeswoman said. 

The Socialists have equally ambitious {dans for 
overhauling Spain's armed forces which they say 
have hardly been touched since the Franco era. The 
party’s deputy leader, Alfonso Guerra, said in a 
recent interview there were many changes 
envisaged for the military. 

Guerra bluntly accused the UCD of serious errors 
in promoting senior officers whose loyalty to the 
constitution was at best questionable. He cited as 
anomalies the feet that army garrisons in Spain are 
positioned around the big cities in the interior not at 
the borders and the continued existence of military i

Spain has recently become a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) giving the 
forces what many observers believed would be a 
chance to modernize and look outward. But the 
Socialists, nonetheless, are committed to holding a 
national referendum on Spam’s membership of 
NATO if they win the elections, even at the risk of 
disaffection in the barracks. 

Another area of potential friction with the military 
involves a promise by Guerra that the party would 
reopen the frontier with Gibraltar which Spain 
closed 13 years ago as part of a campaign to force 
Britain to surrender its colony. Guerra said it no 
longer served any purpose to keep the frontier 
closed — a view which may not be entirely shared 
by all Spanish Army officers. 

On the economic front, the Socialists are prom- 
ising that there will be no big surprises. They are not 
planning any wholesale nationalization of indus- 
tries or banks. 

They are not preparing to burden the people with 
heavier taxes, believing that the present levels of 
taxation are sufficient — provided they are collec- 
ted. They are promising to reduce the rate ofunem-' 
Payment, which has risen from 700.000 in 1977 to 
more than two million, and create more jobs by 
increasing public expenditures. 

Opponents of the Socialists argue that they nave 
no real economic program and that their soft 
approach is only a screen behind which they are 
motang more radical projects. Their criticslS also 
afraid that a Socialist government would create

New comet in the sky

LONDON (R) — **It is a mad and suitably 
British idea," declared Prince Charles, heir to 
he British throne, when explorers Sir Ran- 
tlph Fiennes and Charles Burton set off three 
'ears ago on an epic round the world voyage 
'ia both polar caps. 

They return to London Sunday and the 
>rince. an expedition patron, will welcome 
hem home after the journey during which 
hey brushed several times with an icy death, 
aw their fingers and toes split by extreme 
:old and came face to face with hungry polar 
wars. 

Throughout an admittedly self-imposed 
j rdeal they demonstrated a spirit of fortitude 
rod adventure reminiscent of the gTeat Bru- 
sh Antarctic explorers earlier this century — 
nen like CapL Robert Scott and Sir Ernest 
Shackle ton. 

The perilous first attempt to circle the earth 
>n its axis began in London in September 
979 when ex-soldiers Sir Ranulph. 3S. and 
iunon. 40. and Oliver Shepard set off down 
he River Thames in their support ship Benj - 
toin Bowring. 

Transglobe expedition leader Sir Ranulph 
— full Dame Ranulph Twistleton- 
Vykeham-Fiermes — was educated at Eton, 
he prestige school for boys founded in 1 440. 


Sir Ranulph joined the armv. becoming a 
member of its elite and secretive special air 
service /SAS). He has explored the white 
Nile in a hovercraft and written five travel 
books. 

For eight months they sat through the win- 
ter darkness on the edge of the Antarctic 
plateau in cardboard huts in temperatures as 
low as minus 54 Celsius, setting off in 
October 1 9S0 across an ocean of ice. much of 
it unmapped and devoid of landmarks. 

The last British explorers to cross this waste- 
land w ere Sir Edmund Hillary and Sir Vivian 
Fuchs in 1958. the latter now an adviser to 
the transglobe expedition. 

The extreme cold split the men’s fingers, 
toes, lips and nostrils despite coatings of 
salve. During the 47-day. 1.530-km trek to 
the Pole. Burton plunged into a crevasse on 
his snowmobile and was saved only by his 
rope and harness, which the others seized. 
Nearly 70 years earlier. Capt. Robert Fal- 
coppieft and the last two of his original four 
companions died in Antarctic blizzards after 
being beaten to the South Pole by Norwegian 
explorer Roald Amundsen. 

Sir Ranulph. Burton and Shepard arrived 
safely at the Pole on Dec. 14. 1980. After 
nine months by sea and river north to 
Canada, they were to face greater hazards on 
their journey to the top of the world. It was 


the stuff children's comics are made of — 
disaster after disaster created nerve-racking 
suspense. 

Without Shepard, who had dropped out of 
the expedition. Sir Ranulph and Burton set 
off last February firm the world’s most 
northerly point of habitation — the Alert 
military base on the Canadian island of 
Ellesmere. 

Sir Ranulph had no illusions about the 
830-km trek through continuous darkness to 
the North Pole. “Nowhere is there so hostile 
and uncertain a region as the Arctic." he said. 
“To travel on its broken skin is to court 
death." 

The first setback was a fire at the base camp 
at Alert that destroyed five of their snow- 
mobiles, stranding them for two days until 
replacements could be found and flown out to 
them. Eleven days later, a snowmobile car- 
rying Sir Ranulph plunged through thin ice 
into the deep .Arctic ocean, taking their tent, 
heating and cooking equipment, maps and 
charts with it. Sir Ranulph managed to jump 
clear. 

The two men survived by huddling together 
in a sleeping bag with only a thin flysheet to 
protect them against min us 26 degrees Cel- 
sius of cold. 

Equipped with fresh supplies and a new 
snow vehicle they battled on, only to meet an

READINGS VARY

Dear Dr. Steincrohru My Mood pressure varies. When I take it at 
home, the diastolic pressure is usually below 90. When examined by 
my doctor in his office, my systolic may be 160 and the diastolic higher 
than 100. I am 62 and otherwise apparently healthy. The question 
comes op: Shall I need anti-hypertensive drug?!. My doctor says NO at 
this time. All he has prescribed is losing 20 pounds and quitting 
cigarettes. Under the conditions, don't you think I also need blood 
pressure medications? — Mrs. J. 

Dear Mrs. J _• Many recent studies have shown that blood pressure 
readings often differ when taken at home and in a physicians office. 
If consistently normal at home, many doctors suggest similar treat- 
ment to what your own doctor has advised. 

Thomas G. Pickering. M.D. and associates in a JAMA article have 
taken 24-hour readings on an ambulatory recorder. Studies were 
made of groups of patients with normal pressures and with borderline 
hypertension and established hypertension. 

The recordings in the three groups showed the highest pressures at 
work and the lowest during sleep. The hypertensive group showed 
higher readings in the physician's office than at home. They dis- 
covered that, “in a group of patients whose clinic diastolic BPs were 
in a range of 90104mm of mercury, one-third had average 24-hour 
diastolic BPs of 85mm of mercury or less, and these patients almost 
certainly do not require treatment" Perhaps your doctor believes 
that you fall into this class. Mrs. J.

baby by drinking as much as two cups of coffee daily during the first j 
four mouths of my pregnancy. I’ve quit. The question is wffl there be j 
any birth defects. Am I worrying unnecessarily? — Mrs. B. 

Dear Mrs. Ex Here are the conclusions in a study made by Shai 
Linn. M.D. and associates and published in the New England Journal 
of Medicine in an article called. “No Association Between Coffee 
Consumption and Adverse Outcomes of Pregnancy. ” These inves- 
tigators concluded. “Furthermore, there was no excess of malfor- 
mations among coffee drinkers. These negative results suggest that 
coffee consumption has a minimal effect if any, on the outcome of 
pregnancy.” Bur. they found that low birth weight occurred more 
often among offspring of women who drank four or more cups of 
coffee a day and more often among the offspring of smokers. 

For Mrs. Y.: Here are some interesting facts about dieting brought 
out in an annual meeting of the Calorie Control Council: 

* One-half of U.S. households contain a dieter. 

* One in every five adult Americans is dieting. 

* The average dieter will attempt three to five dieting efforts per 
year. 

* 60 percent of all women diet in contrast to 25 percent of men. 

* 70 percent of dieters want to maintain their current weight or 
lose up to 10 pounds; 30 percent want to lose more than 10 pounds. 

* 15 percent of the United States population consider themselves 
30 percent or more overweight. 

* 90 percent of dieters will skip meals, while one in three will try a 
specific diet or a crash diet.

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arctic heat wave that melted the ice around 
them and halted them 600 kins from the Pole. 
It was the mildest arctic winter on record. But 
by good fortune their ice floe was blown into 
an ice pack and the two men were able to 
scramble to safety. 

In a near rerun of the 191 1 South Pole race, 
a team led by Norwegian explorer Ragnar 
Thorseth said it would try to reach the North 
Pole first by a parallel route. But the melting 
ice caused problems for the Norwegians too 
and eventually they had to be evacuated by 
plane. 

The British explorers arrived at the North 
Pole on April 11. eight weeks after leaving 
Alert and four days ahead of schedule. But 
their problems were not over. On the last leg 
south their supply plane developed engine 
trouble, stranding them with only four day’s 
rations. Then they drifted on ice floes for 99 
days, at one point being blown back north 
again. 

Their camp on the floes was visited by 18 
polar bears, which they drove away by ban- 
ging saucepans and firing warning shots. 
Then there was a final 16 km dash across 
melting, jagged ice to the sea and their sup- 
port. ship, Benjamin Bowing, ■ 

Their 8 3. 000 -km expedition ,had explicit 
purposes: they set up trad^ exhibitions en 
route to promote sales by some of over 1,000 
mainly British firms that sponsored them.

LAKE OF THE WOODS, California 
(LAT) — There's a just-discovered comet 
in the sky these nights, so a cluster of 
amateur astronomers journeyed recently to 
a dark spot near the top of Mount Pinos, 
100 miles north of Los Angeles, to try to get 
a good look at it. 

Interest in the comet has been growing 
since June, when Rodney Richard Dacre 
Austin, an amateur in New Zealand, disco- 
vered it in the morning sky and gave it its 
name, Comer Austin. 

Many skywatebers hoped the new comet 
would be bright and visible, like Halley's 
Comet, whose return later in this decade 
they eagerly await. But, still smarting from 
the Kohoutek Comet fizzle of a few years 
ago, they didn't want to say too much about 
it. 

Once a month, on the Saturday night 
after a new moon, when the sky is darkest, 
several dozen amateur astronomers gather 
in a large parking lot, 8,831 feet up in the 
Los Padres national forest, far from city 
lights. 

They arrive in campers, set up their 
equipment and play tapes of star music 
while scanning the heavens. If someone 
turns on a light or, worse yet, headlights, 
they scowl and shout. 

Some look at planets. Jupiter and its 
moons and Saturn and its rings were clearly 
visible just after sunset “It changes every 
night,” said Charles Durham, who has been 
viewing the sky for 15 of his 50 years. “1 
never get tried of looking at it” 

Others look for familiar objects that tan-

Venice restoring glory of oldest film festival

VENICE (AFP) — The world’s oldest film 
festival, Venice’s “Mostra”, will be celebrat- 
ing its 50tb anniversary when it opens here 
Saturday, just four months after France’s 
Cannes film festival reached its 35th anniver- 
sary. 

There has been no shortage of tribulations 
since the “Mostra” first opened on Ang. 6, 
1932, soon after the" talkies” first took a new 
cinema-going public by storm. For twice in its 
first half century, it has been killed off. But 
now its aim is to restore its prestige of the 
1950s and 1960s. 

The festival died in 1941 as Work! War II 
threatened to spread after Hitler’s attack on 
the Soviet Union a few months before, and 
then again in the 1970s when the Italian film 
world was wracked by ideological debates. 

But it was launched again in 1979 under 
the guidance of film director Carlo Lizzanj, 
and for the past fouT years its “new look” has 
had an expressed aim of being accessible to 
all cultural trends as weD as restoring former 
prestige. . .^ 


At the height of its feme the “ Mostra” was 
presenting such great directors as Kurosawa 
(Japan), Satyajit Ray (India), Alain Resnais 
(France) and Francesco Rosi (Italy). 

In 1980 “Mostra” resorted to its tradi- 
tional prize of the “Leone cfOxo” (golden 
lion) award. Then last June, after endless 
wrangling. Carlo Lizzani announced that the 
“Mostra” would not be held unless the state 
honored its promise to help subsidize it. The 
cash arrived in time. 

“Mostra” will show 110 films for its 50th 
anniversary, not counting a wide selection of 
major films Grom former Venice festivals that 
have already been shown here this month. At 
the same time the festival film council has 
chosen 31 films from 15 countries to compete 
for the “Leone cPOro”. 

The best represented countries are Italy 
(six films), and France and West Germany 
(four each). The films include Italy’s GE 
OcdA a la Bocca (The Eyes and the Mouth) 
by Marco Bellochio, France’s I> Beau Mar - 
riage (The Beautiful Marriage (by Eric 
Rohmer, and West Germany's DersumdDer 


DingeCThe waythings are) by Wim Wenders. 

The Soviet Union's Agony by Nikolai 
Klimov is particularly awaited — outside the 
competition — as it has been held back for 
release for several years by Moscow. There 
are also four films from East European coun- 
tries. 

Three U.S. films to be shown arc Tempest 
by Paul Mazursky, A Midsummer Night V 
Comedy by Woody Allen, and Blade Runner. 
The Third World will be represented, among 
other films, by Egypt's ffaduta Misriya 
(Memory) by Yussef Chahin. 

Expected successes will have avanl- 
premieres at Venice, like Victor Victoria by 
Blake Edwards.E.T. by Steven Spielberg and 
Poltergeist by Tobe Hooper. 

Stars expected to attend include Gina Lol- 
lobrigida, Jose Ferrer, Isabelle Huppert. Vit- 
torio Gassmann, Jean-Louis Trmtignani and 
Franco Nero. 

The “Mostra” jury will include Marcel 
Came (France), Satyajit Ray (India). Andrei

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Blames Hanoi for tension 


Peking rejects plea 
for truce on border 


PEKING, Aug. 27 (AFP) — Communists 
China has rejected a recent Vietnamese 
proposal for a ceasefire along their common 
border and accused Hanoi of being respon- 
sible for the continuing hostilities by its 
“anti-China policy,” the New China News 
Agency (NQIA) reported. 

In a note addressed to the Vietnamese 
Embassy here, the Chinese foreign minister 
said “facts have shown that tension along the 
iSmo- Vietnamese border has resulted solely 
from the Vietnamese authorities pursuance 
of an anti-China policy and deliberate pro- 
vocations against China’s border areas.” 

Vietnam had proposed a ceasefire and sus- 
pension of border hostilities from Aug. 27 to 
Oct. 1, so that the two countries could cele- 
brate their national days peacefully. The Vie- 
tnamese National Day falls on Sept. 2, and 
China's on Oct. 1. 


Responding to the Aug. 14 Vietnamese 
note, Peking accused Hanoi of “intrusions” 
into Chinese territories since early this year, 
and said the Vietnamese Air Force has “vio- 
lated” Chinese air space on “reconnais- 
sance’' Sights on several occasions. 

The note farther contended, that Vietnamese 
ships have “attacked and seized” Chinese 
fishin g boats, and their crews, that Hanoi 
“has up to now refused to return to China.” 

The ministry has not yet responded to 
Hanoi’s call for a renewal of negotiations 
between the two countries, spelled out last 
Monday by the Communist Party journal 
Nhan Dan. The negotiations began after the 
February- March 1979 conflict between the 
two countries, and were broken off by Peking 
two years ago following what it considered to 
be numerous fruitless sessions.

DAR ES SALAAM, Aug. 27 (R) — The 
mysterious “People's Redemption CouDciP 1 
which tried to overthrow the - Kenyan gov- 
ernment Aug. 1 was led by a Kenyan Air 
Force private now on trial in Ta nz a n ia, a 
court was told Thursday. He was named by a 
fellow accused as senior Pvt. Heekiel 
Ochuka. 

Senior Sgt. Pancras Oteyo Okumu, who is 
on trial with Pvt Ochuka on charges of kid- 
napping two Kenyan Air Force officers and 
forcing them to fly to Tanzania told the court 
in DarEs Salaam that he was a member of die 
redemption council but Pvt Ochuka did not 
testify. 

Up to now, tittle has been kpown about the 
self-styled council, which began broadcasting 
that it had toppled President Daniel Arap 


Moi after ground personnel of the Kenyan 
Air Force took over the Voice of Kenya 
Radio studios in Nairobi early Aug. 1. 

The broadcasts contained short, some- 
times contradictory messages in which the 
population was asked to stay at home but 
students wete urged to go out and demons- 
trate.

U.S. airlines make random searches 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (AP) - Pan Am 
planes are being subjected to spot searches 
and a second U.S. airline has begun making 
tontine bomb checks because of the discov- 
ery of a second bomb on a Pan Am J umbo jet, 
officials said Thursday. 

Delta Air Lines, based to Atlanta, began 
the checks Wednesday night on all interna- 
tional and a few domestic flights. “The 
routine will continue until we feel this bomb 
threat situation has ended,” said Delta 
spokesman Bill Berry. 

In Los Angeles, police searched two Pan 
Am planes Wednesday night but nothing was 
found, said Pan Am spokesman Jeff Krien- 
dler in New York, the heaquaiters for Pan 
American World Airways. “We didn’t have 
any threat. It was just a precaurionarymeasr., 
ute for stepped-up security reasons.” Krien- 


dler said. PWe’re doing this randomly 
throughout the system. Security has been 
stepped up everywhere,” be said. 

The most recent bomb was found by a 
cleaning, crew Wednesday after Pan Am 
flight 441 arrived in Rio De Janeiro, Brazil, 
from Miami, Kriendler said. The bomb was 
removed before it went off. 

On Aug. 11, a 16- year-old Japanese boy 
was killed when a bomb exploded on Pan 
Aid’s flight 830 from Tokyo to Honolulu. 
Another Fan Am spokesman, Jim Arey, said 
nothing had been reported linking the bomb 
found in Brazil and the one that went off as 
flight 830 was^bout 140 miles from Hawaii.

Soviet Army 
in E. Germany 
‘reinforced’ 

BONN. Aug. 27 (AFP) — The Soviet Army 
is reinforcing its 20 East German divisions by 
30-40 percent in reaction to reinforcements 
in Atlantic alliance anti-tank defenses, 
military sources say. 

The Soviet Union has a total of some 

385.000 troops in East Germany. East Ger- 
man troops number about 150,000. The 
sources say the major, points of the Soviet 
program are: 

Addition by 1983 of 2,000 artillery systems 
— heavy mortars, rocket launchers and can- 
non — designed to precede armor on the 
battlefield and wipe out anti-tank weapons in 
the event of a conflict. 

Addition of a 152MM self-propelled artil- 
lery battalion to every tank column. 

Replacement of annord infantry companies 
with much larger battalions in the three tank 
columns of each of the 10 armored divisions, 
and the addition of BMP-73 light tanks. 

Reinforcement of armored infantry col- 
umns with a self-propelled artillery battalion. 
Hie program was begun in 1980. following 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev’s Oct. 6, 
1979 announcement of the withdrawal of 

20.000 men and 1,000 tanks from East Ger- 
many, the sources said. 

Under the restructure, the Soviets are rein- 
troducing in East Germany 17,000 men, 250 
T-62, and T-72 tanln^ several hundred 
BMP-73 light infantry tanks , and 1,000 can- 
non and missile launchers, they said. 

A source said the strength of Soviet military 
units in East Germany has been increasing 
steadily since 1975. In 1975, for example, 
there were 344 tanks in a Soviet armored 
division, against 415 today. A mechanized 
infantry division contained 272 tanks in 
1975, 320 today. An armored division had 
120 vehicles then, 175 today. And in 1977, 
said the source, there were 366,000 Soviet 
troops in East Germany, against today’s 
385.000. 

Indian to go into space 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 27 (AFP) — India’s 
first cosmonaut will go into space aboard a 
Soviet vehicle in 1984 and is currently under- 
going training in southern India, Press Trust 
of India (PTI) reported Friday. 

The spaceman, chosen from among the 
Indian Air Force' s test pilots was now under- 
going intensive training at the Air craft and 
Systems Testing Establishment (ASTE) in 
Bangalore , the agency said in a dispatch, 
.quoting ASTE commandant. Air Commo- 
dore P. Singh. 

The unnamed cosmonaut and a stand-by 
would be sent to the Soviet Union before long 
for advanced training together with Soviet 
cosmonauts before taking off into space 
-under the joint program already agreed upon 
between the two countries. 


Argentine parties legalized 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 27 (R) — Pres- 
ident Reynaldo Begnone legalized Argen- 
tina's political parties* nearly six years after 
they were banned when the armed forces 
seized power in 1976. 

The president signed a statute Thursday 
legalizing the parties and regulating then- 
internal organization after making a 20- 
minute speech to the nation. He reaffirmed in 
the speech his government's determination to 
return Argentina to democracy by March 
1984. 

The president had lifted a ban on political 
activity immediately after taking power with 
army backing two mouths ago, but the new 
law be signed Thursday will permit the par- 
ties to resume normal functioning. 

He said that with the lifting of restrictions on 
Trade union activity also, strikes could take 
place, but these should be seen as a form of 
expression normal in a democratic society. 

At several points in his speech. President 
Bignone stressed moderation would be the 
keynote of bis government’s action. He 
emphasized his government has sufficient 
power and authority, commenting that its 
mandate to return Argentina to democracy 
had been given by the armed forces as a 
whole. 


The navy and air force withdrew from 
Argentina's ruling military junta after the 
army insisted on Gen. Bignone's appoint- 
ment as head of state in June after the coun- 
try's defeat by Britain in the Falkiands (Mal- 
vinas) crisis. 

In an apparent reference to factions of the 
armed forces repotted to be discontented 
with his rule. President Bignone said people 
should recognise everyone has the right to be 
different and think differently. It was wrong 
to try and impose your own views on others 
by force, he added. 

In a separate development, Julio Gonzalez 
del Solar, an orthodox economist, was named 
Thursday as the new president of Argentina’s 
Centura! bank. He replaces Domingo 
CavaUo, who resigned Tuesday along with 
Economy Minister Jose Maria Domingo Pas- 
tore in a government crisis over economic 
policy. 

Jorge Wehbe. a veteran financial adminis- 
trator, took over as the new economy minis- 
ter Wednesday. The new central bank chief 
was vice president of Argentina’s largest 
commercial bank, the state-owned Banco de 
LA Nadon, for several months last year 
under the former government of Gen. Robert 
Viola. 


S. Africa explains Zimbabwe raid 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 27 (AFP) — 
Three white soldiers killed in southeast Zim- 
babwe last week were members of the South 
African forces apparently on an unau- 
thorized mission, armed forces Cmdr. Gen. 
Con stand Vfljoen said here. 

Gen. VDjoen told a press conference Thurs- 
day ni ght that the dead men, all former mem- 
bers of the Rhodesian Army seemed to have 
been hoping to set free political prisoners 
being held in a camp in southeast Zim babwe. 

He said the three, SgL John Andrew Wes- 


sels, Robert Beech and David Berry, who 
were lolled in the Sengwe communal reserve, 
had undertaken the operation because they 
were “bitter” about the situation in Zim- 
babwe. They were accompanied by 14 black 
soldiers, all former members of the old 
Rhodesian Army. 

The general accused Zimbabwe authorities 
of twisting the facts surrounding the incident 
for propaganda purposes, to make it look as 
though South Africa was “determined to des- 
tabilize Zimbabwe.”

COLOMBO, (R) — Sri Lanka's parlia- 
ment Thursday approved by 139 votes to one 
a biD changing the constitution to allow an 
early presidential election after four years of 
the president's six-year term. Political 
sources said President Junius Jayewardane 
might now call an election in October. 

MOSCOW (R) — The American wife of 
Russian hunger striker Yuri Balovlenkov 
said Soviet authorities had promised he 
would be allowed to emigrate no later than 
1985. 

LONDON (AP) — Ex-King Umberto of 
Italy is “quite comfortable” after a checkup 
at a London hospital, a spokesman said Fri- 
day. The DaQy Mail reported Friday, how- 
ever, that the 77-year-old former monarch 
was “seriously ill” and undergoing treatment 
at the London clinic. Umberto reigned for 
only 46 days in 1946 and was not allowed to 
return to Italy after h was declared a 
republic that year. He lives in exile in Por- 
tugal, where he fled with bis wife, ex-Queen 
Marie Jose and'their four children. 


LONDON (AP) — Queen Elizabeth II 
will make the first-ever visit Feb. 16 to the 
Cayman Islands by a British monarch since 
the tiny Caribbean colony came under British 
rule more than 300 years ago. The Caymans, 
comprising three islands, are located about 
480 miles south of Miami. 

BOMBAY, India (AP) — Amitabh Bach- 
chan. India's most famous and highly paid 
film star who was critically injured while 
shooting his latest movie, was declared out of 
danger Thursday by bis doctors. The 38- 
year-old Bachchan had been in the intensive 
care unit of a Bombay hospital for the past 
four weeks, fighting a life-and-deatb strug- 
gle. Doctors reported that be was recovering 
steadily and said that he would remain under 
intensive care for a couple of weeks more. 

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Newly elected 
Indian President Zail Singh faces a challenge 
to his election last month, in a high court 
petition filed by 27 opposition members of 
parliament, it was reported here. 


Benn discusses 
crown’s powers 

LONDON, Aug. 27 (AFP) — The British 
crown's power to dissolve parliament before 
term and to invite a person to form a govern- 
ment should be abolished, leading British 
Labor Party member Tony Benn said here. 
Benn said in an article published in the Sep- 
tember issue of The New Socialist monthly 
that the two prerogatives still remaining 
under the personal control of the crown 
“have never been seriously discussed in Bri- 
tain or in the Labor Party." 

This was because “we have always adopted 
the working assumption that the crown would 
behave toward a Labor prime minister with 
strict constitutional property. Accept all 
advice proffered and act upon it.” he said. 
But the use of the delegated crown pre- 
rogative by the governor general of 
Australia, in November 1975, who dismissed 
Labor Prime Minister Gough Whitiam and 
appointed his successor, 44 turned this matter 
into a vital issue.” 

The dissolution of the Australian govern- 
ment “even though Whitlaw enjoyed clear 
majority in the House of Representatives” 
amounted to a “legalized coup d'etat.'' Benn 
said. He suggested that the best way to avoid 
any recurrence of what happened in 
Australia would be to transfer the power of 
dissolution and the power to ask a person to 
form a government “to the speaker of the 
House of Commons, subject to its confirmat- 
ion by that body." 

“The speaker knows the Commons 
intimately.” Benn said, “ and is therefore 
specially qualified to reach a judgment about 
the appropriate moment for granting a dis- 
solution and who is most likely to co mm and a 
majority.” Benn, a former Labor minister for 
energy, gave up his peerage and previously 
advocated that the British House of Lords 
should be dissolved. 

Greenpeace restrained 

AMSTERDAM. Aug. 27 (AFP) — A court 
in Amsterdam harmed the international 
Greenpeace ecology movement from further 
hindering the dumping of nuclear waste in the 
Atlantic. 

Magistrate BJ. Ascher, ruling on a com- 
plaint by the Dutch Nuclear Research Center 
(E.C.N.), said Greenpeace would have to pay 

250.000 florins (nearly S95.000) per day in 
costs for further delays caused by its 
militants. 

Greenpeace militants are fighting to pre- 
vent the dumping going ahead 700 
kilometers off the northwest coast of Spain. 
The waste from Dutch hospitals, laboratories 
and the E.C.N. is being taken to the dumping 
site by the Dutch ship Schetdeborg which is 
expected to arrive there Friday or Saturday. 

On Aug. 13 Greenpeace volunteers boar- 
ded a British dumping ship in the Atlantic 
and chained themselves to unloading plat- 
forms. The movement has sent its ship Sirius 
from Amsterdam to harass the Dutch ships 
involved in the dumping.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 - The 

Federal Reserve Board has cut its principal 
lending rate to 10 percent from Friday in a 
move that could lead to reductions in other 
key U.S. interest rates. 

In reaction to earlier U.S. cuts, interest 
rates in West Germany and elsewhere in 
Western Europe fell Thursday in the hope 
that cheaper credit would provide an 
economic boost. The so-called discount rate 
the U.S. central bank charges its member 
banks for loans is now at its lowest point since 
July, 1980, when the current U.S. recession 
began. 

In recent months, the Federal Reserve has 
shown a new and largely unexpected leniency 
in its monetary polio,'. It has cut the discount 
rate in half- point increments in four of the 
past six weeks. 

The Fed's rate reductions have quickly 
translated into cuts in other U.S. interest 
rates. For example, major U.S. banks last 
week reduced the "prime rates" they charge 
on loans to their most creditworthy corporate 
customers to 13.5 percent. The prime rate 


had been steady at 16.5 percent for most of 
the spring. 

The financia] markets have also reacted 
favorably to the FecTs new policy attitude. 
Share prices have soared in the past two 
weeks and volume on the exchanges bit an 
all-time record Thursday. 

One of the reasons the central bank has 
been able to ease up on its monetary policy is 
that recession has been much harsher than 
bad been antiripaied. Tha, in turn, has dried 
up demand for credit and bank loans and 
allowed interest rates to fall. 

The Fed originally advocated tight monet- 
ary growth targets in an attempt to bring 
down the U.S. inflation rate, which was at 12 
percent when President Reagan took office 
18 months ago. 

The White House quickly backed the cen- 
tral bank in this undertaking and inflation has 
fallen dramatically. It stood at just over seven 
percent in June. But the improvement in 
inflation has been accompanied by 9.8 per- 
cent unemployment, the highest rate in 40 
years, and a massive surge in bankruptcies. 


West vies for Algeria market 


ALGIERS. Aug. 27 (AP) — Competition is 
increasing among European. Japanese and 
American firms trying to win a larger share of 
Algeria's estimated Sll billion import mar- 
ket at a time when the world recession has cut 
growth in most economies. 

"With its developing industrial base. 
Algeria is in the market for almost everything 
and it has money to spend." said a Western 
trade official. 

Algeria buys 80 percent of its imports from 
the West and a tour of Algeria's 19th inter- 
national trade fair, which runs through Sept. 
10. reflects the importance the 1.356 foreign 
firms from 50 countries represented there 
attribute to the market. 

Algeria's trading partners have come to the 
fair with everything from manufacturing 


machinery, construction and agricultural 
equipment, passenger cars and heavy vehic- 
les. to high technology communications 
equipment, stoves and refrigerators and 
office supplies. 

Few contracts are concluded at the fair. 
That takes months, if not- years, of detailed 
negotiations with Algeria's large, state- 
owned enterprises. But foreign businessmen 
with long experience here say participation in 
the fair generates considerable goodwill 
among Algerian officials who appreciate the 
interest and effort displayed by participants.

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U.S. moots 
fund to aid 
needy states 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (R) — U.S. 
officials are considering the creation of an 
international fund to help financially troub- 
led countries, administration sources have 
said. 

They will raise the idea at the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) meeting next month in 
Toronto. 

The sources said officials at the Treasury 
Department and the Federal Reserve Board 
had been taking in ’very broad terms' about 
the possible need for a new fund for countries 
that find themselves in economic emergen- 
cies. 

The financial woes of Mexico and Poland, 
plus the economic fragility of various African 
and South American countries, are expected 
to be a major topic at the annual meeting of 
the IMF in Toronto from Sept. 6 to 9. 

"The United States will not take a specific 
proposal to Toronto,” one source said. “But 
we will test the waters to see what sort of 
reaction there is to this idea.” 

Monetary sources said some officials at the 
Federal Reserve Board had suggested that a 
new fund be set up with $25 billion con- 
tributed by member countries of the IMF. 

The sources said officials at the Treasury 
Department and the Federal Reserve Board 
bave been talking in ‘very broad terms' about 
the possible need for a new fund that would 
be used to help countries that suddenly find 
themselves in economic emergencies. 


World Bank say s 

Turkey’s policy bearing fruit 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP) - Tur- 
key’s economic .policy measures 
implemented in 1980 and 1981 are now 
beginning to bear fruit on a broad front, the 
World Bank said Thursday in its annual 
report. 

In a press briefing, Helen Hughes, director 
of the bank’s economic analysis and projec- 
tions department, commented that the bank 
“is fairly confident that Turkey is managing 
its problems well because of its performance 
- in the past three years.” . 

The bank said sustained efforts at imple- 
menting adjustment policies, combined with 
international support from official and pri- 
vate financial sources, “should enable Tur- 
key to sustain the growth that occurred in 
1981 and keep its current-account deficit 
with manageable limits " 

The bank said Egypf s growth in foreign- 
exchange earning wifi likely be less rapid in 
recent years. 

It said recent economic developments 
underline for Egypt “the urgency of under- 
taking structural reforms that address, simul- 
taneously, the country’s need for greater 
mobilization of resources, for orienting its 
economy more toward exports, and for 
improving the allocations of resources so that 
a high return on its investment program — in 
particular, that part on it concerning industry 
and agriculture — might be achieved. 

Syria’s balance of payments may come 
under further severe strain over the coming 
years as the country moves from being a net 
exporter of petroleum to a net importer, the 
bank report said. 


Drought hits 3m in Ethiopia 


ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 27 (AFP) — 
Ethiopia is in the throes of another devas- 
tating drought that could affect more than 
three million people, according to the recent 
report by the authorities. 

The report, by the Relief and Rehabilitat- 
ion Commission (RRC). says another 1.6 
million people are still on its dole roll as 
war-displaced. 

The commission places the figure needing 
immediate and long-term assistance at 5.5 
million people, 300,000 more than two 
years ago when a similar calamity hit the 
country. 

But the situation appears similar to the 
1972-74 major drought disaster that 
claimed an estimated 20.000 lives in Wollo 
province alone. 

The RRC report says 13 out of the coun- 
try’s 14 provinces — just one less than the 
1972-74 catastrophe, have been severely 
hit Wollo still being among the worst affec- 
ted. 


The officials also point to the lingering 
effects of drought in the country, resulting 
from an exceedingly high rate of erosion, 
tiie strippi ng of the vegetation cover 
through over-grazing and sustained 
deforestation. 

As a long-range solution, the RRC has 
launched massive afforestation program 
nationwide and is introducing better 
water-management techniques, but 
authorities concede that it will be years 
before this plan will begin to pay off. 

The RRC believes it can cope with the 
immediate needs of some 700,000 people 
out of tiie total of 5.5 million people affec- 
ted. 

It has appealed for monetary international 
assistance for both its short and long-term 
requirements. Additionally, it says it will 
want grain and four million pieces of 
clothing in support of drought victims and 
war-displaced, •• . 4

Schmidt lauds Reagan policy 


BONN, Aug. 27 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, a strong critic of 
U.S. economic policies, has taken the unusual 
step of congratulating President Ronald 
Reagan on helping to bring down interest 
rates. 

The government Friday released a letter 
sent to Reagan by the chancellor saying 
Thursday's round of interest rate cuts in 
Europe bad largely stemmed from tbe presi- 
dent's moves to reduce the U.S. budget 
deficit . 

But Schmidt made it clear be did not want 
to see any move. which would reverse tbe 
present trend of foiling rates. 

“I congratulate you and hope the fall in 
interest rates will continue and benefit your 
economy and ours," be wrote. 

During a private visit to the United States 
last month, the chancellor repeatedly blamed

Inflation dips 
to 23 -year 
low in Japan 

TOKYO. Aug. 27 (R) — Japan’s annual 
inflation rate fell to 1 .8 percent in July, the 
lowest for nearly 23 years and by far the 
lowest of any major industrial nation, official 
figures released Friday showed. 

The prime minister’s office said the slower 
July rise in tbe consumer price index on a 
year-on-year basis from 2.2 percent in June, 
reflected lower prices in the month for fruit 
and vegetables and some seasonal com- 
modities. On a monthly basis, the index fell 
0.7 percent from June. 

The 1.7 percent gain over July last year was 
the slowest annual rise since a 1.5 percent 
gain in October 1 959. Japan’s inflation rate is 
more than three times lower than that of 
West Fermany. which recorded a rate of 5.6 
percent in July, the second lowest figure for 
that month among major industrial nations. 
The government announced, meanwhile, 
that unemployment in Japan on an unadjus- 
ted basis which does not take account of sea- 
sonal factors. feD to 1.320.000 in July from 
1.370,000 in June. 

BA plans drastic 
fare cut to Japan 

LONDON, Aug. 27 (AFP) — British Air- 
ways is to introduce the “first ever cheap 
return air ticket" between Britain and Japan, 
to cost 745 pounds (SI. 306) — over 900 
pounds ($1 ,578) less than the current lowest 
fare. 

In making the announcement here Friday, 
the British airline specified one important 
condition: Tickets must be bought at least 
one month before the travel date and pas- 
sengers must be in Japan for between 14 days 
and 3 months. 

The airline expects this “breakthrough" in 
its campaign for “bargain air fares world- 
wide" to open up Japan to “thousands of 
holidaymakers and personal visitors.” 

The cut-price rate will similarly apply to 
Japanese travelers to Britain. British Airways 
said that this new “apex" fare follows 
“months of patient negotiations with the 
Japanese."

As units face lawsuits 

Bells toll for asbestos 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (R) — Tens of 
thousands of lawsuits are threatening to 
bury the asbestos industry under a legal 
landslide that is forcing companies to flee to 
the bankruptcy courts for protection. 

Tbe Manville Corporation, tbe world's 
largest asbestos producer, announced 
Thursday it was filing for reorganization 
under tbe U.S. federal bankruptcy code. 

Company chairman John McKinney said 
that while the company's businesses were 
sound, “we are completely overwhelmed by 
the cost of (he asbestos health lawsuits filed 
against us." 

A Chicago company, UNR Industries, 
which has not made asbestos products since 
the 1960s, took tbe same route last month 
because it was facing some 12,000 lawsuits 
filed in July. 

For years asbestos was deemed to be a 
relatively harmless fiber with no end of uses 


— fireproofing warships, soundproofing 
schools, controlling moisture, making walls 
and ceilings, potbolders and pipes. 

But in the early 1960s, scientists exposed 
asbestos as a silent killer causing lung 
cancer, asbestiosis and mesothelioma, the 
rare cancer that was killed, among others, 
actor Steve McQueen and whose only 
known cause is exposure to the fiber. 

A television documentary on the risks of 
asbestos production has rekindled' con- 
troversy over the fiber in Britain and caused 
tbe stock market value of the biggest pro- 
ducer there. Turner and Newall, to plum- 
met. 

The International Metalworkers’ Federa- 
tion has called for a complete ban — - Swe- 
den has already done so — because it claims 
asbestos causes more industrial deaths than 
any other substance. 


Dollar maintains strength 


LONDON, Aug. 27 (Agencies) — The LLS. 
dollar maintained strength to end a thin and 
quiet trading day firmer against the major 
currencies, dealers said. 

The U.S. currency moved sharply higher 
after mid-day as the U.S. Fed funds rate 
opened slightly higher than expected at 9.5 
and Eurodollar deposit rates held at firmer 
levels. 

The dollar was well supported by market 
feeling that U.S. interest rates halted their 
decline and wfi] stabilize at current levels, 
dealers added. 

Tbe dollar’s advance in London resulted 
spillover buying encouraged by the cur- 
rency’s strength in New York. 

Sparse business in London was reflected in 
wide spreads, with dealers saying the rates 
were at best an indication.

10 points from six games, while the United 
States has nine points and one game in hand. 
In the event of a tie on points, the team with 
tbe best goal average will meet the Soviets— 
with 11 points — in the final. The Americans 
were trailing the Soviet Union 51-49 at the 
end of the first half, but lethal dribbling by 
Jim Thomas and sharp attacks by Glenn 
Rivers leveled the score 15 minutes from the 
end. 

Pushed by Anthony Carr who dominated 
his board, toe Americans increased their lead 
by 10 points with eight minutes to go. “We 
won tins game with ability and physical fit- 
ness,” said coach Bob Weltich. 

Aware their hopes for a place in the final 
depended cm" beating Australia, Yugoslavia 
starred their game at full speed. They took a 
decisive lead within the first five minutes and 
ended _the firsthalf ahead 61-37. 

Over confidence almost caused their down- 
fall in the second half, and coach Renka 
Scravica was forced to put his top players 
back on court to overcome the resurgent 
Australian.

Pakistan crushes Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR. Aug. 27 (AFP) — 
Former champions Pakistan trounced 
Malaysia 10-0 for third place in the Junior 
World Cup Hockey Tournament here Friday.

Meanwhile. West Germany start as 
favorites against Australia in the final to be 
played on Saturday. Germany, runners-up in 
the inaugural tournament where they lost 2-0 
to Pakistan in the final at Paris, are the only 
team to come through the tournament with- 
out dropping a point. 


Goalkeeper Nkono in heavy demand 


YAOUNDE. Lameroun, Aug. 27 (AFP) 
— Cameroun’s World Cup goalkeeper 
Thomas Nkono is now Africa’s most wanted 
footballer. 

Nkono, 28, who conceded only one goal in 
the World Cup finals, and that against the 
eventual winners Italy, is now the target for 
Europe's richest club Barcelona. 

A representative of the Spanish millionaire 
outfit flew into the Camexoun capital Wed- 
nesday to open negotiations with Nkono's 
club. Canon of Yaouse, with a view to offer- 
ing the goalkeeper a lucrative contract. 

Four clubs from Europe and North 
America have already approached Canon, 
but Barcelona, with their offer of a $65,000 


yearly salary and a free apartment, would 
seem the club most likely to lure the 
Cameroun captain.

Opening lead — ten of spades. 

It’s not important that a 
play you envision is highly 
unusual, or that it seems 
suicidal — what really mat- 
ters is that the play makes 
sense and that it can be 
justified on logical grounds. 

For example, take this case 
where West leads the ten of 
spades against three notrump. 
When dummy comes down, 
you begin to doubt the wisdom 
of undertaking three notrump. 
Nine tricks seem far, far 
away. 


But if you're on your toes, 
you can see a faint glimmer of 
hope after you follow low from 
dummy and East follows low. 
Accordingly, you play the 
deuce from your hand! 

West may feel pleased to 
win the trick with the ten, but 
he is doomed to suffer 
ultimate disappointment 
because, regardless of what 
he plays next, you make three 
notrump. Your only losers are 
two spades, a club and a dia- 
mond. 

But if you win the opening 
spade lead with the queen, 
which seems the natural thing 
to do, you are the one who suf- 
fers the ultimate disappoint- 
ment. You lose five spades, a 
diamond and a club and go 
down three! 

Yoar first play, though hard 
' to think of, is easy enough to 
justify. There is no chance for 
the contract unless you can 
stop the spades from, being 
run. The bidding and East’s 
first play strongly suggest 
that West has six spades to the 
A-10-9. If the situation is other- 
wise — let’s say West has only 
five spades — the contract is 
hopeless. 

It therefore becomes cor- 
rect to play West for his actual 
spade holding and East for the 
two minor suit aces — which 
he must have for his opening 
bid. There is no other hope.

WARSAW. Aug. 27 (Agencies) — Col- 
umns of light armored trucks rolled into 
Szczecin Thursday night and 200 militia veh- 
icles took up positions around the Lenin 
naval shipyards in Gdansk, said travelers 
from the Baltic port cities who arrived here 
Friday. 

They said armored vehicles were already 
patrolling the streets of Szczecin in a show of 
force ahead of Aug. 31. the date marking the 
signing of the Gdansk accords which led to 
the fo unding of the trade union federation 
Solidarity. 

On Tuesday there was an attempt at a strike 
at the Adolf Warski shipyards, according to 
the authorities. The management threatened 


Union insists 
on protests 

WARSAW. Aug. 27 (AFP) — Sol- 
idarity’s clandestine provisional national 
committee (TKK) has decided to maintain 
its call for mass peaceful demonstrations 
throughout Poland on Aug. 31, second 
anniversary of the Gdansk accQrds..The 
call is maintained in the latest issue of the 
union’s Warsaw region publication 
Tygodnik Mazowsze. 

The publication cites TKK member 
Zbigniew Bujak as saying that the union 
was aware there could be “victims'' as a 
result of this decision. But he pointed out 
that (spontaneous) demonstrations were 
taking place all the time 2 nd being put 
down by the authorities. Such demons- 
trations were more dangerous than those 
organized and directed on a national scale. 
The state had to disperse its forces to 
cope with national demonstrations, he- 
said. 


Volcano forces 
flights diversion 

CANBERRA. Aug. 27 (R) — Inter- 
national flights over Indonesia have again 
been diverted because of a volcanic eruption, 
the Australian Aviation Ministry said Friday. 
In June and July two jumbo jets, one of Brit- 
ish Airways and the other Singapore Airlines, 
were forced to make emergency landings 
after volcanic dust from the Mount Galung- 
gung Volcano southeast of Jakarta caused 
some or all of their engines to cut out tem- 
porarily. 

Since then, Australian and Indonesian 
authorities have been closely monitoring vol- 
canic dust. An aviation ministry spokesman 
said Friday Indonesian authorities had repor- 
ted a number of violent eruptions in Nonhem 
Sulawesi. _ 

He added that a Cathay Pacific airliner 
Thursday reported dust up to 50.000 feet 
from Mount Soputan, south of north Sulaw- 
esi s largest city Oemanado. The spokesman 
said airlift were now being rerouted round 
the area which included the international 
flight route between Darwin, Manila and 
Hong Kone.

MOSCOW, Aug. 27 (AFP)" — Three 
Soviet cosmonauts, including the second 
woman in space, landed their Sbynz T ~S 
spacecraft safely in Central Asia Friday after 
eight days in space, the Tass news agency 
said.

Barcikowski was 
speaking to party members at the Warski 
shipyards in Szczecin, where there was a 
demonstration in favor of the suspended Sol- 
idarity trade union and an apparently 
unheeded call for a strike last week. 

He said calls for demonstrations next week 
coinciding with the anniversary of 
agreements setting up Solidarity in 1 980 “ are 
meant as a preparatory phase to precede an 
all-out strike.” “This in tuni would precede 
an armed uprising if that is what the over- 
throw of the sodo-politica] system of Peo- 
ple's Poland requires.'’ 

Barcikowski was one of the signatories of an 
agreement signed in Szczecin on Aug. 30, 
1980. settling one of the key strikes in that 
summer of workers unrest which led to Sol- 
idarity’s creation. 

In his speech Thursday, also broadcast on 
state television, he accused underground 
leaders of “counterrevolutionary” hostility 
and unforgiveable stupidity.” This stupidity 
“leads directly to crimes against (one’s) own 
nation and state.” 

His grave warning followed an official cam- 
paign to isolate as terrorists and madmen the 
organizers of anti-government demons- 
trations which Interior Minister Gen. Czes- 

Spain House 
dissolved 

PALMA. Majorca Aug. 27 (AFP) — King 
Juan Carlos dissolved the Spanish Parliament 
Friday, the Spanish news agency EFE 
announced. The date of anticipated general 
elections was not immediately announced. 
Politicians are predicting that they be held in 
November. 

Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo left 
Madrid for Palma earlier in the day to seek 
the long' s approval for the dissolution, neces- 
sary under Spanish law. The king is vac- 
ationing here. 

Spain’s ruling center democratic coalition 
has been rocked recently by the resignation 
of several members of parliament, including 
that of former Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez, 
who has established his own Center Democ- 
ratic and Social Party. 

Lardelino La villa, president of the ruling 
Union of the Democratic Center (UCD). has 
said he expects elections within three months. 
He indicated that the UCD, stripped by 
defections of its working majority in par- 
liament. would be incapable of winning its 
first major legislative battle of the autumn — 
the budget. 

“The composition of the Congress (lower 
house) makes it difficult to imagine that the 
budget will be approved with ease,” he told 
reporters Thursday. Calvo Sotelo himself had 
said the elections, in which the opposition 
Socialists are favored, would be held “ soon.” 
The UCD has lost a quarter of its deputies in 
the Congress to newly created rival centrist 
parties over the past several months. It has 
now almost the same number of seats as the 
Socialist Party. 
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law Kiszczak said could end in bloodshed. 

Underground leaders called for mass 
peaceful demonstrations in major cities to 
press demands for release of internees and 
amnesty for those convicted under martial 
law, and some form of national agreement 
between the authorities and the people.

South Korea accepts 
Japan pledge on books 


SEOUL Aug. 27 (AFP) - The South 
Korean government, in an apparent move to 
end a month-long diplomatic row over 
amendments to Japanese history textbooks, 
Friday accepted Tokyo's promise to correct 
the books in two years' time, although the 
opposition was still dissatisfied with the 
Japanese move. 

In a public statement, Culture Information 
Lee Jin-Hui acknowledged receiving a 
memorandum from the Japanese govern- 
ment Thursday saying it wouid take the 
responsibility in correcting the dispnted pas- 
sages. 

Meanwhile, the textbooks — which, 
according to critics in Asia, gloss over 
atrocities committed by Japanese imperial 


Shrinking merchant navies 
alarm NATO commander 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 27 (R) — A top NATO 
commander has expressed alarm at the 
shrinking size of the West’s merchant navies, 
expected to play a vital role in supporting 
maritime operations in a war. 

Adm. Sir John Fieldbouse, who led the 
British forces in -the Falkland (campaign, said 
in an interview in the MATO Review -monthly 
that one of the most impressive aspects of the 
operations there was the merchant navy’s 
support. 

At one stage. Britain had 35 merchant 
ships with oyer 2,000 sailors, in addition to 
the fleet auxiliary ships, engaged in support of 
the forces in the South Atlantic, be said. The 
admiral, who is also NATO's commander in 
chief, added: “I see this fact against a back- 
ground of recession in the merchant fleets of 
the West and. 1 find it alarming.” 

The admiral noted that supporting the rela- 
tively small ‘British task force in the South 
Atlantic had required a “pipeline" contain- 
ing about a. half a million tons of fuel and 
stores at any given time. 

“Multiply this up to the scale demanded by 
the Supreme Allied Commander Europe's 


Forces in times of tension and it is clear that 
the merchant fleets of NATO are vital to the 
whole strategy of the alliance,” be said. 

NATO planners have been worrying for 
some years at the military implications of the 
West’s eveT-increasing dependence on cheap 
Soviet shipping for its trade. NATO naval 
commanders fear that the merchant fleets of 
the West might shrink beyond minimum 
strategic requirements in a crisis as a result of 
the recession and price undercutting by 
Soviet lines. 

They say that in a war, up to 6,000 cargo 
ships might have to cross the Atlantic each 
month to reinforce and supply Western 
Europe from the United States. NATO plan- 
ners have drawn up a list of vessels — and 
aircraft — they would like to see 
requisitioned at very short notice in an 
emergency. 

High on their list are tankers, to carry fuel 
and resupply warships, liners like CunaztFs 
Queen EUzobetk U used in the Falklands to 
transport troops, container ships to carry 
equipment, and car ferries to move troops 
and vehicles. 


Row over Taipei ‘still unresolved’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AFF) — The 
Sino-U.S. controversy over Taipei is still 
unresolved, Chinese Ambassador Chai 
Zemin said Thursday after a talk here with 
Secretary of State George Shultz, There wfll 
be "future discussions” of the Taiwan quest- 
ion, the ambassador told newsmen. 

Assistant Secretary of State for East Asian 
Affairs John Holdridge said of the talk: "We 
were just putting the relationship back on 
track after ten months of long and arduous 
discussions (that resulted in the Aug. 1 7 joint 
communique on Taiwan). We believe we can 
look forward to an improved and expanded 
relationship." 


The communique, which eased friction after 
a lengthy deadlock, said Washington “does 
not seek to carry out a long-term policy of 
aims sales to Taiwan” and committed itself 
“to reduce gradually” those sales. 

Yet President Ronald Reagan subsequently 
said he intends to respect the Taiwan 
Relations Act which commits the U.S. gov- 
ernment to supply enough military aid for 
Taiwan’s defense needs. Holdridge said the 
arms sales question was not brought up 
Thursday and that Chai Zemin and Secretary 
Shultz both said they were pleased by the 
success of the negotiations that led to the 
joint communique. 


Nonaligned yet to decide on venue 


MAPUTO, Mozambique, Aug. 27 (Agen- 
cies) — Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
left the Mozambique capital of Maputo Fri- 
day after a three-day official visit at the 
invitation of President Samora Machel. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who paid a similar visit to 
Mauritius before arriving in . -mto Wed- 
nesday, flew to the Seychelles, scene of an 
abortive military coup last week. In Maputo, 
Gandhi and Machel called on the big powers 
to allow demilitarization of the Indian Ocean. 

Mrs. Gandhi also said that no definite deci- 
sion had been made to hold next month's 
summit conference of the nonaligned 


movement in New Delhi The summit had 
Bfeen scheduled for Baghdad, but the con- 
tinuing war between Iraq and Iran, both 
members of the movement has made it nec- 
essary to search for a new venue. 

India had been asked by Iraq to host the 
meeting and there was widespread backing 
for a New Delhi summit. But the movement 
still had to agree on a procedure to make the 
final decision, she said. “If everyone wants ns 
to host the meeting, we’ll have it. But it is not 
in our bands. We would like a decision as 
soon as possible,” sfae added. 


Harare gets second ransom note 


HARARE, Aug. 1 2/ (AFP) — dissident 
former guerrillas have sent a second ransom 
note to Zimbabwean authorities, indicating 
that six foreign tourists kidnapped in south- 
western Zimbabwe last month are still alive, 
it was reported here Friday. 

Thr .national daily, Herald, backing up a 
statement two days ago by minority leader 
Joshua Nkomo that the six were still being 
held, said that a census supervisor was held 
up by five dissidents last week in the south- 
western Nkaya area and given a note repeat- 
ing demands that several iailed members of 


Nkomo' s party be released from detention. 
In the first note the captqrs threatened to kill 
their hostages unless their demands were 
met. 

But the census supervisor, reported by the 
Herald, said the dissidents told him the six 
hostages — two British, two Australian and 
two American men — were thin and weak 
because they would not eat sadza, the local 
staple food that is a stiff maize porridge. 

Nkomo told a rally in Nkayj Wednesday that 
be bad beard a similar story. 
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troops before and during World War 11 — 
will go into classrooms for the next school 
year starting in April 1983. 

“ We consider this promise by the Japanese 
government as an affirmative response to our 
repeated demands for corrections and to 
Korean public opinion on this matter,” Lee 
declared.

Czechs detain

PRAGUE, Aug. 27 (AFP)— The U.S. and 
British military attaches were detained by 
Czechoslovak authorities for 13 hoars 
Thursday, it was learned here Friday. 

Western sources said the U.S. and British 
embassies were expected to lodge an official 
protest over the detention of U.S. Col. 
Robert Piper and British Col. Jeremy Carter 
by Czechoslovak soldiers. 

The sources said the two officers were 
detained outside a restaurant at Strasice, near 
Pflsen, 80 kilometers west of Prague. They 
had been taken to the town ball for ques- 
tioning, accoridng to the sources. They were 
released during the night following intervent- 
ion by the embassies when the two failed to 
return to Prague as planned Thursday 
evening. 

The U.S. and British embassies described 
the modern as a “violation of he diplomatic 
status" of the two attaches, who were preven- 
ted from communicating with their embas- 
sies, the sources said. Similar incidents occur- 
red early last year involving Canadian Col. 
Michael Zrymiak, British Maj. Oliver Knight 
and French officers Lt.-Col. Jean Paul Huet 
and Maij.

Mafia clans 
fighting it 
out in Sicily 

NAPLES. Aug. 27 (AFP) — A tartt- 

year-old gangland war is raging as fierce *s 

ever in Italy, as rival mobsters try to dominate 
the mu Itixnillion- dollar heroin market. 

The war is being fought between several 
Sicilian Mafia clans and their Calabnanor crs- 
terparts known a the “N’Drangheta" roue- 
ded off by hoodlums in the "Caraorra. $x 

Neopolitan underworld. 

Gang killings this year in Naples and its 
environs total 181 and in Sicily 96. with 21 
kidnappings. The independent Mfiar. news- 
paper Copier* Della Sen concluded un a 
recent report on the Mafia and drug rackets 
that “Sicilianization" was spreading over the 
whole country. It noted that drug traffi cking 
was not simply a cancer in the nation winch 
attracted the Mafia and its rivals, but a com- 
letely new phenomenon with ramifitabora 
throughout the Mediterranean basin. 

The drug network spreads from supply 
sources in Lebanon and Turkey to clandes- 
tine processing “laboratories" in Italy, which 

are under the total control of the Mafia. Car* 

Here Della Sera calculated that the Mafia 
makes an annual profit of about $1 .430 mil- 
lion on heroin alone. 

Four of their recently seized clandestine 
plants in Sicily processed 50 kilos of mor- 
phine into heroin weekly. One kilo of heroin 
has an estimated market sale value of 510 
million in the United States. 

Recently, the Mafia and the Camom save 
agreed to split the international drug msrkei 
with the former supplying heroin tc north 
America and the latter cocaine to Lafcr. 
American countries. 

Police consider they sente only on#*- 
twentieth of Mafia-processed heroin, and the 
rest reaches its markets in various wavs A 
carabiniere (pararaalitarv police) report 
issued in Naples showed that the Carr.o?ra s 
income from drugs in the 2970 was 
equivalent to only one percent of its miv.-rrc 
from cigarette smuggling. 

But toward the end of the last decade ;tv 
heroin trafficking started to soar, and 
brings in 20 percent of its annual income. 
Police suspect that heroin process! r.c 
“laboratories”, which have a characterise,: 
smell easily picked up by tracker dogs, have 
been installed secretly on the slopes of Mont 
Vesuvius so that this odor can be concealed ;r. 
the volcano’s sulphurous fumes. 

Meanwhile, couriers smuggle in cocaine 
through the Frankfurt. Zurich and 
Copenhagen airports, and they are difficu 7 : :o 
spot. But recently 22 kilos of cocaine was 
seized at Frankfurt airport and the " Peruvian 
connection" was reportedly smashed, for the 
time being at any rate. 

Corriere Della Sera sadly concluded its sur- 
vey: "The drug industry today has become a 
multinational concern.” 
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
